Jubilee will close 
Libal Street store

ALLOUEZ — The village will 
have just two grocery stores when 
Jubilee Foods closes at the end of 
the month. 

The grocery, 1920 Libal St., is 
advertising a closeout sale and 
will shut its doors Nov. 30. 

Dave Patton, president of Ju¬ 
bilee Foods, declined to give more 
details on the closing until after 
Nov. 30. He said the store’s lease at 
Allouez Central Plaza expires at 
the end of the year. The compa¬ 
ny’s four other locations will re¬ 
main open. 

Sue Sorenson frowned at the 
news of Jubilee’s shutdown. “I’m 
really sorry they’re closing up,” 
she said as she loaded a cart full 
of food from the store into her car. 
“There aren’t any more small gro¬ 
cery stores like this.” 

Sorenson used to live on 
Beaupre Street, a block from the 
store, and was its eighth customer 
when it originally opened as a 
Sure Way in 1981, when the plaza 
was developed. 

She now lives in Green Bay, but 
still shops regularly at Jubilee. “I 
can find everything,” she said. 

“This place always had a good 
meat department,” said Reuben 
Schmidt, who lives on Beaupre. 
“It’s too bad.” 

Jubilee will have four stores in 
the area after the Allouez location 
closes: 1053 Velp Ave., 216 S. Mili¬ 
tary Ave., 811 Main Ave. in De Pere 
and 2638 Tulip Lane in Howard. 

The store at 1123 W. Mason St. 
closed in October 1999. 

Another Allouez grocery, 
Lindy’s Market on Webster Av¬ 
enue, also closed in October 1999. 

When Jubilee closes, the village 
will be down to two groceries 
within its borders — Sentry 
Foods, 1220 S. Webster Ave., and 
Austin’s, 3823 S. Webster Ave. 

Representatives of Hillcrest 
Properties in De Pere, owner of 


Allouez Central Plaza, could not 
be reached for comment. 

“I think it’s going to affect the 
community quite a bit,” said Vil¬ 
lage Administrator Susan Fox¬ 
worthy. “We felt very, very badly 
when Lindy’s left and we're feel¬ 
ing just as bad Jubilee is leaving 
as well.” 

With Sentry on the village’s 
northern border and Austin’s on 
the southern edge, there’s nothing 
centrally located, she said. 

The village wants to work with 
the Green Bay Area Chamber of 
Commerce’s Advance Business 
Development Center to try to re¬ 
cruit another grocer, Foxworthy 
said. 

In 1993, six Jubilee stores in the 
Green Bay area were established 
from the conversion of Sure Way

groceries. 

It’s unfortunate that small 
stores are becoming scarce, said 
Rick Austin of Austin Super Mar¬ 
kets. “We’re selling a lot of con¬ 
venience,” he said. “We still offer 
... different things.” 

Jubilee’s departure won’t hurt 
the other tenants in the Allouez 
Central Plaza shopping center, 
said Barb Kiefer, co-owner of 
Kiefer Uniforms and Always In 
Stitches. 

“We have customers that would 
normally be in this mall anyway,” 
she said. 

But the neighborhood still 
needs a grocery and it’s hoped the 
space will be filled with some¬ 
thing soon, she said. “We’re disap¬ 
pointed because we got lunch” at 
Jubilee’s deli, she said.

After 14 years, 
owner calls it quits

ALLOUEZ — Spike Pederson 
built his neighborhood hardware 
store into a tidy, modern business 
he can be proud of. 

Now, he’s ready to cash in on his 
hard work. 

Spike’s Hardware, a fixture for 14 
years at Allouez Central Plaza, 
1920 Libal St., is for sale. 

“Our original objective was to 
build some capital,’’ Pederson said 
Thursday. 

With a son and daughter going to 
college and uninterested in taking 
over the business, now’s the time 
to start looking to sell, he said. 
“It’s got to go some time.’’ 

A real estate company will han¬ 
dle the sale. Pederson doesn’t ex¬ 
pect to close with a buyer for a 
year. 

His small-engine business on 
University Avenue also is for sale. 
Whether both businesses end up 
with one buyer or two doesn’t 
make a difference, he said. 

He plans to continue working at 
his third business as a subcontrac¬ 
tor for apartment maintenance. 
With 60 hours a week put in just 
for the hardware store, Pederson is 
looking forward to taking it a little 


easier. 

Spike’s Hardware underwent re¬ 
modeling a year ago with new 
store fixtures and a new layout. 
"We’re a state-of-the-art retail 
hardware store,’’ Pederson said. 

That means a new owner would 
have little work to do on making 
improvements, he said. 

“Our objective is to leave it right 
here,” he said. “You can walk in 
one day and take over.” 

Sheila Hansen, a nearby resident 
in Allouez, was shocked to hear 
the news the store will be sold. But 
she’s glad the business will stay 
open. She has been a regular cus¬ 
tomer for seven years, getting 
items for her home plus plenty of 


good advice. “They were so friend¬ 
ly,” she said. “They know what 
they’re doing.” 

The personal touch is part of the 
store’s strength as it competes 
against larger chains, said Brian 
Anys, assistant manager. 

"I hope they keep it the same,” 
said Anys, who has been in the 
small-scale hardware business for 
years. 

“I hate to see it happen,” he said 
of Pederson’s decision. “He’s a 
good boss and a good guy.” 

Being in a residential part of 
town has been a good way to run a 
small retail business, Pederson 
said. “I know virtually everyone in 
the neighborhood.”
